MEXICO’S INTIMACY WITH 


JAPAN IS OBJECTED TO 
Demonstration Intended as a 


Warning to Both Japan 
and Mexico 


London, Mar, 14—Stating unequi- 
vocally that the army “manoeuvres” 
along the Mexican border are in re- 


ality designed as a demonstration 
against Japan, the Standard today 
prints an article from its American 
correspondent that has caused a sen- 
sation in the British foreign office and 
in diplomatic circles. 

The article is as follows: “Mexican 
intimacy with Japan, which has been 
dncreasing to such an extent as to 
threaten America with the possibility 
of a disastrous flank attack in the 
event of a war for the mastery of the 
Pacific, is the real reason for the mas- 
sing of the United States army in 
Texas and the concentration of Am- 
erican warships along the Mexican 
coast. The American's military de- 
monsatration is a warning to Mexico 
an@ also a notification.to Japan that 
the United States will not tolerate the 
establishment of a Mexican govern- 
meat which is pro-Japanese in senti- 
ment. The American government is 
resolved to go to any extreme,to bring 
an end to the danger of the Japanese 
using Mexico as a base for operations 
et any future time against the United 
States. 

"Qne of two eventualities must be 
the outcome. Either the president 
must be assured in a manner having 
no possibility of doubt that Mexico 
will cease her intimacy with Japan, 
or the American army will enter 
Mexico.” 


VIOLETTE TO MAKE 
POWER OFFER T0 CITY 


Holden of Rights on Athabasca River 
Wants to Deliver Power to Chy— 
Ceuncil Will Consider Offer of De- 
partmem of Interior For Rights to 
City Tonight. 


Messrs, Alfred Violette, Engineer 
Neville and E, T. Bishop met the city 
commissioners this morning in the 
mayor's office for the purpose of in- 
forming them that Mr. Violette was 
prepared by reason of the water pow- 
er privileges which ha holds on the 
Athebasea river, to deliver hydro- 
electric power to the city at a price 
cheaper or as cheap as the city can 
develop it for itself under the offer 
mode by the department of interior 
to grant the city the right to develop 
power up to 66,000 horse power at 
Grand Rapids on the Athabasca river. 

No action was taken by the com- 
misioners, but the Violette people 
were told they might submit their 
proposition. At the meeting of the 
city council this evening the offer of 
the minister of the interior to enter 
into an agreement with the city to 
permit the development of 60,000 
horse power at Grand Rapids under 
the conditions set down in the regula- 
tions governing water powers will be 
taken up. This is a matter which re- 
quires immediate action, for the offer 
stands only for a comparatively brief

Provincial Government Sends Sur- 


vey Party North to Locate 
Many New Trails. 


To locate a road around the south 
shore of Lesser Slave Lake, A, P, Cy 
Belyea, D.L.S., of the provincial de- 
partment of public works, leaves to- 
morrow with @ sutVey party for the 
north, Hitherto there has been some 
travelling south of the lake on the 
shore, which has proved an uncers 
tain and dangerously dificult route. 
The party under Mr. Belyea will lo- 
cate an inland trail, striking off from 
Sawridge at the east end of Lesser 
Stove Lake and leading to Grouard 
ar the western extremity. 

Settlers of the Swan Hille district, 
scrth of Lesser Slave Lake, will be 
riven direct access to the east by the 
rew road. Up till the present, the 
rm ute of travel from the Swan Hills 
bas been by way of Grouard and the 
north shore of the lake. Few tra- 
\clers have attempted the trip by 
tne south shore. 

Pefore returning to Edmonton next 
‘wirter, Mr. Belyea will have made a 
circuit of over a thousand miles, Af- 
‘Yr locating the south road he will 
survey a trail from Peace River Land.

With respect to the cleaning up of 
the country hotels, he said that the 
complaints about the service and

“License holders must learn that

|WOULD AGREE TO 
| TAFT’S PROPOSAL 


BRITAIN AND U.S. MAY SETELE 
THEIR DISPUTES BY 
ARBITRATION, 

London, March 13—Sir Edward 
Grey, the foreign secretary, leading 


the House of Commons tonight in 
Premier Aequith’s absence, mate an 
important pronouncement on. the 
Government's policy, The Hon, Re- 
ginald McKenna, First Lora of the 
Admiralty, in defense of is estim- 
ates against attacks from | certain 
quarters, explained that in 1914 Great 
Britain would have thirty, and Ger- 
many twenty-one Dreadnoughts—not, 
he said an unreasonable margin. The 
size of the British navy, he added, 
practically was governed by that of 
Germany, and unless some change 
occurred in the German naval law 
this year would be the high water 
mark in the British estimates. 

Sir Edward Grey's Speech, 

Secretary Grey, affirming Mr. Mc- 
Kenna's assertions, emphasized the 
cordiality of Great Britain's foreign 
relations and his earnest desire that 
nothing should disturb these friend- 
ships, especially with Gremany, He 
then dealt with the difficulties to be 
encountered in the disarmament 
question, and pointed out that it wag 
the most civilized nations that spent 
the most on armaments, asserting 
that unless the mischiet Was brought 
home to men's feelings as well as to 
their minds ,the growth of arma- 
ments must in the long run break 
civilization down, 

Some thought, the secretary con- 
tinued, that it would end in war, He 
though¢ that likely it. would end in 
international revolution, Anyway, the 
rivalry would not be stopped by any 
single nation dropping out of the 
race. Although Great Britain had a 
strong navy, her army was small, and 
an agreement with Germany needed 
eareful handling, 

Taw Instead of Force, 

He was hopeful, however, that 
something might be done, Any real 
limitation of armaments, he declared, 
must depend on nations learning Hke 
individuals, to resort to law instead 
of the force of arms. He referred to 
President Taft's arbitration speech as 
bold, courageous, and pregnant with 
consequences, and said: “Such a 
statement,” he said, “ought not to go 
without response. We should be de- 
lighted to have such a proposal made 
to us. We should feel that it was 
something so momentous and so far- 
reaching in its possible consequences 
that it would require not only the 
signature of both Governments, but 
the deliberate and decided@ sanction 
of parliament, That I believe, would 
be given.” . 

Made Deep Imperssion, 

Sir Edward Grey's speech | was 
loudly cheered, and it created a deep 
impression, When he. referred -te,the 
Possibility of the adoption of Pre- 
sident Taft's proposal, he was listen- 
ed to in tense silence. He said when 
two of the greatest nations thus 
Should make it clear that under no 
cireumstances were they going to 
war again, the effect of their exam- 


ple on the world must have  benefi- 
cent consequences. 
Nations entering such an aggee- 


ment continued the secretary, might 
be exposed to attack by a third na- 
tion. This would probably lead to 
their making another agreement to 
Join each other in any ease of quar- 
rel with a third power in which ar- 
Ditration was refused, 
Must Face the Risks. 

“In entering an agreement of this 
kind,” said Sir Edward Grey, “there 
would be risks, and you must be pre- 
pared for some sacrifice of national 
pride. I know that to produce such 
changes public opinion must reach 
very high ideals, higher than some 
think possible, but men's minds are 
working in this direction, and his- 
tory affords instances of reaching 
sch an ideal point. It was so in the 
case of slavery when the United 
States rose up, not counting the cost 
in blood or money or the risk of na- 
tional existence.” 

A World's Policy. 

Tn conclusion, the Secretary said: 
“The general adoption of such a s8ys- 
tem might leave some armies and 
navies still in existence, but they 
would remain, not in rivalry, but as 
the world’s police.” 

Utopian as his hopes might seem 
to some, he believed that he would 
live long enough to see some progress 
towards their realization. 

“Nations,” he sald, in a grave per- 
oration, “are in bondage to army and 
navy expenditures, May the time goon 
come when they realize that the law 
is a better remedy than force.” 

The speech was too late for com- 
ment In the morning's newspapers, 
but it created sengational comment 
in the lobbies,

I beg to state that it ts 
my duty to advise all officials without 
exception in so far as the matter upon 
which advice is asked, pertains to the 
city’s business. In the present case, 
however, the city of Edmonton, one 
of the defendant's is my client. To 
express an opinion as to how a com- 
missioner should be dismissed, I will 
no doubt be able to give an opinion 
when the present case is settled, In 
the meantime, for your own informa. 
tion I would advise you to consult your 
private solicitor.”

Winnipeg, March 138. — Particulars 
of the proposals made by Sir William 
MacKenzie, President of the Winnipeg 
Electric Railway Company, to the 
mayor and other representatives of 
the city regarding the settlement of 
troubles in connection with the trac- 
tion and commercial lighting mat- 
ters Were published today. 

Two alternatives were presented to 
the city: (1) Company will. sell its 
street railway gas, power and elec. 
tric light outfit to city as going con: ! 
cern, or, (2) The company will prr- 
chase from city 15,000 horse-power as 
soon as the city is in position to de- 
liver it, at a price which will pay in- 
terest on city’s entire investment in 
municipal plart at Point du Bois, on 
condition that the company shall be 
permitted the exclusive right to en- 
gage in commercial lighting. 

Sir Wm, MacKenzie said the com- 


pany would sell cut on a_ basis of 
$260 per share, now worth $190. On 
this basis, the company's full price 


would be in excess of $15,000,000. 

The next move is up to Mayor Ey- 
ans, who has the matter in hand. 
He will call a meeting of the special 
committee of the city council whicn 
has power to deal with the case, and 
the report will probably be taken up 
by the full body two weeks hence. In 
the meantime, the offer is likely to 
be carefully considered, and the whole 
>" soa will be thoroughly canvasa- 
ed. 
One of the aldermen says the city 
has the company in a corner and 
that the termination of the present 
litigation in favor of the city would 
deprive the company of its principal 
source of revenuc.

RAISE FOR 
Winnipeg Com 

creasen Pay of Streets oy 

Winnipeg, March 14.—The Winnipes 
' Electric railway company announced 
today an fie ancl of two cents an 
hour for {ts employees. The increase 


applies to all motormen and conduct 
ors, This move has come as complete 
surprise to the men and it is said to 
be the direct outcome of the visit of 
Sir William MacKenzie. 

An abortive strike took place last 
January, and it was closed hy a tem- 
porary agreement to run till April 1 
At that time the men had not the pub 
lio sympathy and it is known that so 
soon as the agreement expired they 
intended asking for an increase of 
wages, a strike to follow refusal, 
which would be more calculated to 
enlist public support than the previous 
affair, based on the dismissal of em- 
nloyees for drinking while in uniform. 
Ry its voluntary raise in wages, how- 
ever, the company has completely cut 
the ground from under the men's feet.
